'ihat  hy  enga^iing  to  p.iy  .'"•"i  per  rent,  of  their  original  siilaric*,  and  pleading  in  justification  of  the  reduction 
of  ITi  per  cent.,  m  lely  their  inahilily  to  niake  it  goi  d  from  the  risoiiiees  ut  their  command  in  the  Colony,  the 
(government  liilly  admitted  the  e(piily  of  the  claim  lor  the  lull  amount  ol  In')  per  cent.,  mid  moreover  justilieU 
the  ex[ieetatii,n  (which  had  lieen  also  held  out  to  them  by  their  venrrahle  Uisliop,  the  good  Uoetor  Ste"arl)  that 
wlkiiever  the  resources  Ironi  whence  the  .So  pc,  cent,  was  paid  would  near  the  additional  charge,  tlie  (ailli  ui  the 
Crown  would  be  fully  sustained,  and  the  full  amount  of  their  original  salaries  he  made  good. 

That  even  the  renewed  pledg?  made  hy  the  Impcrinl  Ooveniment  in  l.SiU,  to  pay  th  m  ^i>  per  cent,  of  their 
former  income.*  from  the  lir.st  of  July,  lft;!:i,  was  not  for  many  years  fully  redeemed,  for  whereas  XI 70  sterling  ut 
the  par  of  exchange  yield.s  £20 )  lOs.  8d.  currency,  yet  fir  many  years  they  were  only  paid  X'S.S  li.s.  8d,  cur- 
rency, niakiiig  ill  this  one  particular  an  nnnual  loss  of  £17  Ills,  currency,  and,  together  with  the  reduction  ot  £30 
sterling,  subjecting  them  to  an  annual  loss  altogether  of  £54  Os.  cinreiicy. 

That  the  Imperial  Act  of  1853  giving  permission  to  the  Colonial  authorities  to  legislate  upon  the  subject  of  the 
Clergy  Reserves,  expressly  reserved  all  the  rights  of  present  incumbents  to  which  the  faith  of  the  Ciown  is  in 
any  way  pledged,  and  Ihut  your  Petitioners  urge  that  these  claims  as  part  ol  their  just  rights,  originally  covenanted
